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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicants' amendment filed 6/9/2005 has been entered. Independent claim 1 is 
amended to recite, inter alia, ". . .said metal part being exposed as an outer most surface. . ." The 
claim amendment effectively changes the scope of claimed limitations, and the previous ground 
of rejection is withdrawn. Upon further consideration, however, pending claims are rejected 
under a new ground of rejection provided in this office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Nakura et al (US 
2002/0141706A1). 

Nakura discloses an optical device with all the limitations set forth in the claims, 
including: one or more dielectric substrate and a chassis (Figs. 5-6, '209' + '207' are 
collectively dielectric substrates and chassis; paragraph 0109); said one or more dielectric 
substrate having an optical transmitter, receiver, or transceiver section provided thereon ('203', 
'204' Figs. 5-6); the chassis encasing all of the dielectric substrate including said optical 
transmitter, receiver or transceiver section (Fig. 6); at least one of said dielectric substrates 
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having a metal part formed on one side thereof, said metal part being exposed as an outermost 
surface of the chassis (paragraph 0109- see the last sentence); 

wherein said dielectric substrate are thermally connected together through a metal part of 
said chassis (Fig. 6, paragraphs 01 13, 01 15); 

wherein said dielectric substrate are thermally separated from each other (Fig. 6- 
thermally separated by the recess '206'); 

wherein said chassis has one or more vents (Figs. 4, 6- element '207' has an opening 
which accepts fiber optic connectors); 

wherein said one or more dielectric substrates comprise multilayer wire substrates and an 
exposed surface of a grounding layer ('209' paragraph 0099) thereof has a metal plate adhered 
thereto ('209', '214' Figs. 5-6), said metal plate being in thermal contact with the metal part of 
the chassis ('209', '214' are in contact with the outer metal plating of '207' as shown in Fig. 6); 

wherein metal part formed on one side of the one or more dielectric substrates is partially 
removed, exposing terminals or other components ('203b', '204b' Fig. 6) of said optical 
transmitter, receiver, or transceiver section through the removed portion to the outside of the 
optical communication module (Fig. 6).
